LIMIT PEACE 
PACT TO WEST 


21 American Republics 
Will Consult on First 
Threat of War 


(By United Press) 

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 10.—Ar- 
gentina and the United States 
agreed at the Inter-American Peace 
Conference today to limit a pro- 
posed anti-war pact to the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 

Under the agreement, which will 
be incorporated in the draft con- 
vention now being considered by 


republics, the American nations 
will consult among themselves at 
the first threat to the peace of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Cordell Hull, Secretary of State, 
said that “the only interpretation 
of the agreement intended was that 
the scope of the peace 
convention is continental and not 
worldwide.” 


It was significant that the agree- 
ment, reached after hours of dis- 
cussion by the “big four” delegates 
from the United States, Argentine, 
Brazil and Chile, specifically says 
that such peace consultation shall 
be an independent American move 
without connection with the League 
cf Nations. 

Hull's explanation said also: “The 
American republics would only be 
called under the proposal to con- 
sult through a suggested (per- 
manent) committee when the peace 
os safety of one or more nations of 
this hemisphere was involved. 

“I may further say that it 
neither moves in the direction of 
or away from sanctions.

The National Workers Alliance has served 
notice that it will flood Washington with pro- 
testing jobless, if the “pink slip” policy con- 
tinues. Meantime, it speeds the fight in the 
various localities. Over the plains of the 
Northwest protest spreads against the WPA 
cuts. Here, the Farmers’ Holiday Associa- 
tion is in the van. State-wide demonstrations 
on Christmas Day are likewise reported for 
the Middle West—notably for Indiana. 

In this WPA campaign, farmers and work- 
ers thus have found another common in- 
terest. 

The Farm Holiday Association wants: No 
reduction in WPA farm quotas. On the 
other hand, it wants increases in WPA wage 
scales and adequate cash relief for every 
needy person. | 

The Workers Alliance, national united or- 
ganization of the unemployed, wants much, 
the same. Its demands are for an end of 
the “pink slip” system, a 20 per cent increase 
in WPA wages for all earning more than $40 
per month, and a minimum of $40 per month 
for those earning less.

No, the Youth Problem 
Is Not Solved 


» Efforts are clearly evident to slough off 
the great problem of the future of the Amer- 
ican youth as “solved.” 

We have, for example, the statement of 
Mr. Richard B. Brown, Washington Deputy 
National Youth Administration director who 
says “insofar as the Youth Administration is 
concerned, juvenile transients have ceased 
to be a major problem.” 

Let’s inquire into the facts. Out of the 
10,000,000 still unemployed, the government 
admits some 4,800,000 are of the youth. 
While it may be true that the CCC camps 
and the WPA have absorbed some of the un- 
employed youth, the great majority of the 
jobless during the crisis still remain without 
work. So long as there are jobless youth the 
transient problem remains a pressing one. 

Especially since there is a strong ten- 
dency to throw out WPA workers and cut 
general relief expenditures the statement of 
Mr. Brown must be examined with the great- 
est caution. 

The question of the “lost generation” is 
still a major problem that has not been ade- 
quately solved. 

One can point to the situation in New 
York where more than 20 youth face the elec- 
tric chair as proof that the problem of the 
young generation is one of the most difficult 
and most pressing that faces the country. 

The only proposal which can adequately 
abolish transient young people as well as the 
whole question of the so-called “lost genera- 
tion” of the American youth is the American 
Youth Act. 

That act, sponsored by the Youth Con- 
gress, provides for jobs, for adequate edu- 
cational facilities and means for the youth. 
When the American Youth Act becomes law, 
then Mr. Brown can begin talking about the 
“solution” of the problem of the transient 
youth. Until then, while there might be an 
amelioration of the terrible conditions of the 
worst phase of the crisis, the situation funda- 
mentally remains unsolved. 


Copper Tells a Tale 


Of PAY-TRIOTISM 


A tale of PAY-TRIOTISM unfolded yes- 
terday: 

The United States Navy wants copper. 
It wants 2,600,000 tons of it. But-it can 
get it nowhere. Bids were asked, but none 
were there to bid. 

The reason? The great Copper Trust is 
sabotaging the Walsh-Healy Act. Under 
that new measure, governing government 
contracts, prevailing rates of wages must 
be paid by all companies engaged in bidding. 
Further than that, all bidders must work 
their employes no more than 40 hours per 
week. 

The Copper Trust violates these provi- 
sions for half-way decent treatment of its 
workers. It therefore thumbed its nose at 
the Navy by refusing to make any bid. In 
steel and oil, similar difficulties were also 
found to exist. All the capitalist papers can 
say is to call it “a strange situation.” 

The Navy, the capitalist class declares, is 
the “life line of natiofial defense.” They 
slobber over the virtues of this murderous 
machine of aggression. A Big Navy is their 
pride ahd joy. But let that Navy interfere 
with their Profits—oh! that is another story! 
They will then resort to the most ruthless 
sabotage.
